When the above-captioned patent application was first filed, Applicant 
submitted $770 in payment of the basic filing fee. Fees for the additional claims 
and additional independent claims were not included. Since this application was 
filed as a small entity, $984 should have been enclosed as the total filing fee. 
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Upon receipt of the filing receipt, this application was charged as a large 
entity for the sum of $1,968, the proper amount if large entity status was 
appropriate. Our Deposit Account was charged $1,198 ($1,968 (large entity filing 
fee) - $984 (small entity filing fee) = $1,198) for the difference since no small 
entity declaration was included. Actually, Applicant only owed $214 ($984 
(correct filing fee amount) - $770 (filing fee amount submitted for this application) 
= $214) to the USPTO and that was the amount that should have been charged to 
the Deposit Account. Therefore, we request a refund to our Deposit Account in 
the amount of $ 984 ($1,198 (amount charged to deposit account) - $214 (amount 
owed to USPTO) = $984).
